DETAILED ACTION 

The following office action is in response to the Request for Continued Examination filed on 
August 24, 2009. Claims 1-18, 73-90, 145, 147-152, 154-159, 161-166, 168-174, 177 and 178 
are pending. 

Drawings 

1. The drawings filed on 10/05/2001 and 02/03/2006 are acceptable subject to correction of 
the informalities: 

Figures 9, 10A-10H should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header 
(as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures indicated below. 
In order to avoid abandonment of this application, correction is required in reply to the Office 
action. The correction will not be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-18, 73-90, 145, 147-152, 154-159, 161-166, 168-174, 177 and 178 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: *** 

The prior art of record do not teach a display device comprising a source signal line 
driving circuit comprising a plurality of first and second latches; plurality of first and second 
stages of a shift register which output pulses in accordance to the clock signals, a plurality of first 
and second level shifter for level conversion of signals and first and second current sources for

controlling supply of current to level shifters, wherein the first current source is configured to 
stop supply of currents to the plurality of first level shifters while the plurality of second stages 
of the shift register output the pulses, and wherein the second current source is configured to stop 
supply of currents to the plurality of second level shifters while the plurality of first stages of the 
shift register output the pulses. 

The prior art of record do not teach a display device comprising a source signal line 
driving circuit comprising firs to x-th (x: natural number, x > 2), each unit comprising, a plurality 
of latch circuits, a plurality of stages of a shift register, a plurality of level shifters and a current 
source for controlling supply of current to the plurality of level shifters, wherein the current 
source in one unit is configured to stop supply of currents to the plurality of level shifters while 
the plurality of stages of the shift register in the other units output the pulses. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
